Cardiac 
sensitization is seen in Dogs atr concentrations above 750,D00ppm after .TV 
adrenaline administration. Sub-chronic toxicity in Rats is very low and 
no-effect-level is 50,000ppm. 

In vito (Ames test, Saccharomyces Gene Mutatation, Cell Transformation, t 
Cell transformation, and Human Lymphocyte Cytogenetics) and In vivo 
(Dominant Lethal, Rat Bone Marrow, micronucleus and DNA Repair) 
genotoxicity assays were all negative. 

All ingrediants are reported to EPA TSCA.
